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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's amendment does not overcome the 
112'th, 2nd as indicated in final rejection mailed 7/15/2009. The claims stil recites "disk sector includes a track" and Examiner indicated that 
tracks includes sectors not viceversa. Appropiate correction is required. Furthermore, Applicant argues there is no motivation to combine 
the cited references Tuttle et al. and Leis et al. The Examiner disagrees. As indicated in the office action, Tuttle et al. discloses a servo 
wedge that includes a preamble but does not include a zero-frequency field or DC field, and is operable to provide initial position of the 
read-write head relative to the disk after the detection of the preamble. Since the limitations in the claim are not positively recited (i.e. the 
limitations are negative limitations) the Examiner believes that since the reference does not show or discloses a zero-frequency field, it 
meets the claimed limitation as claimed. In the same field of endevour, The Examiner relied on Leis et al. to further disclose that the 
inclusion of a zero-frequency field (DC field) on a servo wedge is optional. As disclosed in Leis col.7, lines 45-60, Leis discloses that the 
optional DC field can be used to flag the onset of the servo sector, and together the DC field and preamble data comprises the preamble 
field, therefore, the servo wedge is operable to provide initial position of the head relative to the disk without the a DC field. Therefore, the 
Examiner believes, the combination of Tuttle et al. in view of Leis et al, as indicated in the the final rejection is deemed proper. 
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
